The reply received 10/18/06 to the restriction requirement mailed 8/23/06 is 
acknowledged; however, applicant has not complied fully with the restriction 
requirement. Within the requirement for an election of species. Examiner Lankford 
required that applicant elect a species from the supplements used in the media and 
provide a listing of all claims readable thereon. It is not clear which claims read on the 
species, since claim 10 requires supplements to be included in the media while claims 
11-17 require supplements to be excluded from the media. As requested by Examiner 
Lankford, applicants should elect the specific supplements used in the media (or NOT 
included in the media) AND point out the claims readable thereon.
